The opinion was unanimous. 
In upholding the Maryland re­ 
ligious test for public office the 
state's highest court had said Tor­ 
caso “ is not compelled to believe 
or disbelieve, under threat of pun­ 
ishment 
or 
other 
compulsion 
True, unless he makes the declar­ 
ation of belief he cannot hold pub­ 
lic office in Maryland but he is 
not compelled to hold public of 
fire ” 


Non-Compulsion No Excuse 


To this Black said: 
“The fact, however, that a per­ 
son is not compelled to hold pub­ 
lic office cannot possibly he an 
excuse for barring him from of­ 
fice by state-imposed criteria for 
hidden by the Constitution.”

Summarizing more than IOO investigations 
which have been made of the many charges of 
treason among American prisoners of war, Col. 
John Weaver in the June issue of the periodical 
has attempted to correct a tragic wrong perpe­ 
trated against the valiant servic emen who cour­ 
ageously fought a war they were not permitted 


to win. 
Of 7,158 Americans taken prisoner by the 
Reds—90 per cent of them during the first 12 
months, and consequently held prisoner for as 
long as three years under barbaric treatment— 
425 still are suspected of some degree of mis­ 
behavior. 
Only 14 individuals were accused 
seriously enough to warrant a trial by court 
martial, and ll of these were convicted. 
Thus, by the Army’s own records, under 
extended periods of inhuman treatment, only 
one out of 650 gave comfort to the enemy. Why 
did it take so long for the Army to defend the 
honor of its men against widely spread sus­ 
picions and rumors provoked by the shame of 
a few Americans who chose to remain with the 


enemy?

I received a letter from a reader in Staten Island 
which dearly states anti diagnoses one of the principal 
current illnesses of the American people.

The phrase, “ foolish patriotic resistance.’* is sick­ 
ening. Who is to wise as wit to he willing to defend 
what is dear to him' 
In a word, if your country is 
to be conquered by Russians or Red Chinese or the 
Congolese, if your homes are to be taken from you 
and your children put into slavery, “ patriotic resist­ 
ance” is foolish. (Jive up gently and send your wife 
Into a seraglio, make of your daughter a concubine. 
Anything else is foolish! 
In fact, my correspondent reports that his antagon­ 
ist said 
‘ Let us give in quickly and quietly, for Communism 
might he the boon to capitalistic societies that capital­ 
ism had been to feudalism 
This 
sentence, 
peripatetic!)!? 
phrased, 
comes 
a t r a il out of the “ Communist Manifesto ’* 
My cor­ 
respondent seems to have become irate 
and this 
conversation took place: 
“ Finally I said. are you or they Communists!* ’Hell 
no. we re practical Americans who don’t want our 
heads blown off' 
I have heard this discussion a hundred times or 
more. The so-called "practical American” simply does 
not want to be killed. The history of human progress 
is the tale of practical men awl women who were not 
afraid to die for what they believed to be true or 
worthwhile. 
In fact, the basis of Western civilization. 
Christianity, deals with one who was crucified for what 
He believed to be true. 
Socrates drank the cup of 
hemlock but he did not fail to stand firm in his 
beliefs. 
Every man who has gone into a laboratory to find 
something new, monkey mg w ith chemicals and elec­ 
tricity and eke tropics has put his life in jeopardy to 
find something new. something that being explosive 
might kill him hut resulting in a great cure like 
radium, for mankind Christopher Columbus crossed an 
uncharted ocean fo I .rid a new world where we live 
in comfort and happiness.

she considered her home.
